WHEAT. 

Two  investigations  of  the  growing  crops  have  been  made  by  the  de- 
partment. One  was  returned  December  1,  1879,  and  the  other  April  1, 
1880.  A  careful  study  of  these  returns  shows  the  increase  in  the  acreage 
sown  in  wheat  to  be  within  a  small  fraction  of  13  per  cent,  more  than  last 
year. 

The  only  States  reporting  a  decline  are  Alabama,  Mississippi,  and 
Arkansas,  in  which  the  united  wheat  area  does  not  exceed  that  of  some 
counties  of  the  Northwest.  All  the  other  States  show  an  increase,  espe- 
cially in  those  States  of  the  Northwest  where  spring  wheat  is  the  rule. 
The  increase,  therefore,  of  winter-sown  wheat  in  those  States,  even  at  a 
high  ratio,  does  not  add  materially  to  the  breadth  sown  in  the  country. 
In  the  large  wheat-growing  States  bordering  on  the  Ohio  Eiver  and  west 
of  the  Mississippi  Eiver  the  increase  of  area  is  very  large.  California 
is  not  included  in  the  estimates  of  winter- wheat  area. 

Condition. — The  condition  of  the  crop  for  the  whole  country  is  pre- 
cisely the  same  as  in  April,  1879. 

The  spring-wheat  States  have  not  been  fortunate  in  their  experimental 
enlargement  of  their  winter- wheat  acreage  in  the  Northwest.  Wiscon- 
sin and  Nebraska  report  but  two- thirds  of  an  average  condition,  and 
Iowa  less  than  one-half.  This  deficiency  is  due  to  the  changing  temper- 
atures of  the  winter  and  the  lack  of  snow.  The  States  bordering  on  the 
Ohio  Eiver  all  return  high  averages. 

The  Hessian  fly  was  troublesome  in  the  more  Southern  States,  but  in 
the  Northern  portions,  according  to  the  report  of  the  State  entomologist 
of  Illinois,  this  insect  was  caught  in  the  larva  state  by  the  cold  weather 
and  effectually  disposed  of.  On  the  whole,  the  winter-wheat  crop  of 
1880  enters  it*s  spring  growth  with  prospects  fully  as  fair  as  last  year. 

WINTER   RYE. 

Area. — The  acreage  in  winter  rye  has  fallen  off  in  every  section  of 
the  Union.  The  only  States  reporting  a  breadth  sown  equal  to  or  larger 
than  last  year  are  those  which  devote  little  attention  to  this  crop.  For 
the  crop  of  1880  the  area  harvested  will  be  about  6  per  cent,  less  than 
in  1879. 
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Condition. — In  the  Southern  States  as  a  whole  the  condition  is  about 
2  per  cent,  above  average,  but  in  all  other  sections  there  is  a  deficiency, 
which  amounts  to  9  per  cent,  in  the  States  north  of  the  Ohio  and  to  6 
per  cent,  west  of  the  Mississippi  Eiver. 

The  following  extracts  from  correspondence  are  given : 

Maine. — Waldo:  Not  cultivated  to  any  extent.;  our  open  winters  make  it  an  uncer- 
tain crop. 

New  Hampshire. — Sullivan:  Unfavorable  winter  for  grain;  the  ground  lias  been 
bare  a  portion  of  the  time. 

Vermont. — Addison  :  Season  very  unfavorable  ;  scarcely  any  snow. 

Connecticut. —  Windham  :  Eepeated  trials  have  been  made  to  grow  it  in  this  county 
but  it  has  generally  resulted  in  failure. 

New.  York. — Allegany:  Looking  badly;  has  suffered  by  frosty  nights.  Broome:  It 
was  subject  to  much  heaving  by  frost  during  the  winter;  but  little  snow.  Chemung  : 
Has  grown  all  winter ;  the  last  half  of  March  was  very  severe  on  it.  Chenango  :  Looks 
badly.  Erie:  Badly  bitten  by  frost;  much  of  it  looks  very  poor.  Franklin:  Very 
large  increase  in  area  ;  the  open  winter  has  probably  killed  a  large  share  of  it.  Lewis  : 
But  little  sown.  Madison  :  Supposed  to  be  somewhat  winter-killed  owing  to  our  open 
weather.  Sullivan  :  Freezing  and  thawing  weather  has  reduced  it  to  a  condition  15  per 
cent,  below  average.     Warren  :  Not  so  good  as  usual ;  but  little  snow. 

New  Jersey. — Hunterdon :  Acreage  increased  and  extra  attention  given  it  at  seed" 
ing  time ;  condition  is  above  average.  Middlesex :  Condition  lowered  during  March  by 
high  winds  and  frost.     Salem  :  Looking  very  fine. 

Pennsylvania. — Mercer :  Stood  at  30  above  average  until  injured  by  frosty  weather. 
Terry  :  Does  not  look  as  well  as  it  did  t^vo  weeks  ago,  still  the  prospect  is  fair.  Fike: 
Looks  good  although  the  winter  has  been  hard  on  it. 

Delaware. — Kent :  Has  grown  all  winter  ;  sheep  have  been  turned  in  on  it  to  keep 
back  the  growth. 

Maryland. — Baltimore :  More  promising  than  usual.  Charles :  Very  promising  ;  has 
been  growing  ail  winter.  Caroline :  Never  looked  better  at  this  season  of  the  year. 
The  German  Amber  from  the  department  is  looking  well  and  our  county  seems  adapted 
to  its  growth.  Harford:  Looks  remarkably  well ;  many  fields  are  entirely  too  rank 
and  forward.'  Somerset :  33  per  cent,  better  than  at  this  time  last  year,  not  withstand - 
2ng  much  anxiety  is  manifested,  as  it  is  known  that  most  of  the  early  sown  fields  were 
attacked  by  the  Hessian  fly. 

Virginia.. — Clarke:  Stronger  and  more  vigorous  than  is  usual  at  this  season  of  the 
year;  the  winter  has  been  remarkably  free  from  freezing  and  thawing.  Campbell: 
Looks  well,  has  a  firm  hold,  and  is  well  branched  on  ground.  Dinwiddle:  Increased 
acreage,  with  a  favorable  outlook  for  a  good  crop.  Fauquier:  Although  injured  by 
the  fly  last  fall,  it  is  now  looking  much  better  than  usual  at  this  time  of  year.  Hen- 
rico: Never  looked  better;  prospects  are  very  fine.  Halifax:  Some  fields  are  almost 
ruined  by  a  small,  green,  wingless  insect  of  the  aphis  species ;  not  so  numerous  since 
late  rains  aud  frosts ;  some  early  sown  fields  have  turned  yellow,  and  in  some  spots 
killed.  Highland:  Never  looked  so  poor;  severely  injured  by  freezing ;  ground  was 
bare  most  of  the  winter ;  much  of  the  seed  perished  last  fall.  James  *City :  Some  fields 
are  turning  yellow,  supposed  to  be  caused  by  the  Hessian  fly.  Middlesex:  Looks 
splendid,  though  some  rust  has  appeared  since  March  1.  Northampton :  Looking  well? 
and  prospects  are  very  promising.  '  Prince  George:  Generally  above  average;  fields 
seeded  on  light  soils  have  been  severely  damaged  by  the  small  louse  or  beetle  ;  this 
new  pest  was  rex>orted  to  the  Smithsonian  Institute  a  short  time  since.  Prince  William  :, 
Stands  thin,  on  ground,  but  the  plants  look  unusually  strong.  Richmond :  Looks  well, 
and  has  a  rank  growth  ;  mild  winter  has  been  very  favorable.  German  Amber,  from 
the  department,  is  looking  splendid.  Smyth:  Seeding  time  was  very  favorable ;  early 
sown  never  looked  better;  drought  prevented  late  sown  from  taking  a  strong  root, 
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still  the  favorable  winter  left  it  in  good  condition.  Tod :  Best  ever  known  at  this 
season  of  the  year.  Wythe :  Winter  was  mild,  and  left  it  in  better  condition  than  ever 
before.  Princess  Anne:  Has  a  red  complexion,  ascribed  to  sudden  changes  in  the 
weather. 

North  Carolixa. — Burke :  It  is  rumored  that  rust  is  making  its  appearance.  Curri- 
tuck: Increased  acreage  and  growth  unusually  advanced ;  appearances  are  promising, 
some  fears  entertained  of  rust.  Cherokee:  Four  weeks  earlier  than  usual ;  good  stand; 
and  will  be  an  extra  crop  if  it  escapes  frost.  Camden :  Has  made  too  much  growth, 
and  is  already  injured  by  rust.  Cabarras :  Appearances  are  very  promising.  Forsyth : 
Better  than  for  many  years ;  we  look  for  a  good  harvest.  Jackson :  Very  forward,  and 
acreage  increased.  Pasquotank :  More  forward  and  looks  better  than  for  many  years; 
some  indications  of  rust  and  the  Hessian  fly.  Perquimons :  Condition  has  been  lowered 
in  the  past  two  weeks  ;  lower  leaves  are  turning  red.  Polk:  Looks  very  fair ;  some 
complaint  of  the  fly.  Rowan:  It  has  such  a  rank  growth- that  it  may  be  injured  by 
late  frosts.  Transylvania:  Damaged  by  last  fall's  freshet,  from  which  it  has  not 
recovered. 

South  Carolina. — Abbeville:  Has  a  very  luxuriant  growth;  within  the  past  few 
days  rust  has  made  its  appearance  on  the  lower  blades.  Aiken :  In  the  eastern  part 
of  the  county  it  has  been  troubled  with  an  insect  resembling  a  flea ;  some  fields 
destroyed  ;  it  is  very  forward  and  shows  signs' of  rust  in  all  sections.  Barnwell:  Too 
warm ;  unseasonable  growth ;  headed  out  in  some  localities ;  somewhat  rusted.  Lex- 
ington :  Injured  by  an  insect  resembling  the  Hessian  fly  during  the  entire  winter ;  rust 
prevails  to  an  alarming  extent;  poor  prospects  for  more  than  a  half  crop.  Marion: 
Unusually  promising  until  attacked  by  rust  about  two  weeks  ago;  present  iudications 
are  that  the  crop  will  be  a  failure.     Oconee :  Damaged  by  frosts. 

Georgia. — Barren  :  Rust  ruined  it.  Crawford  :  Rust  is  universal ;  will  not  make  a 
half  crop.  Columbia  :  Increased  acreage  and  fine  prospects  for  a  heavy  crop.  Cobb  : 
Looks  better  than  usual.  Decatur :  What  little  was  sown  is  badly  rusted.  Floyd  : 
The  winter  has  been  too  warm  and  too  wet  for  it.  Fannin:  Badly  injured  by  cold 
spell  December  26  ;  some  fields  do  not  present  more  than  a  half  stand.  Harris  :  Gen- 
erally looking  well,  but  there  are  indications  of  rust.  Jones  :  Almost  ruined  by  rust. 
Jefferson  :  Indications  are  by  no  means  favorable  ;  not  a  two-thirds  crop  is  now  an- 
ticipated. Jasper :  Looks  bad  from  rust  or  yellow  mold ;  indications  of  a  failure. 
Lowndes  :  Ruined  by  rust ;  most  of  the  fields  will  be  plowed  up  for  other  crops.  Mc- 
Duffie :  Prospects  were  never  more  gloomy ;  every  field  shows  rust  on  the  blades. 
Marion  :  Too  much  wet  weather  ;  blades  are  rusting.  Newton  :  Very  forward ;  some 
fields  have  commenced  to  rust.  Putnam  :  Looks  as  if  it  would  be  ruined  by  blight ; 
some  say  it  is  rust.  Quitman  :  Rust  prevails ;  many  fields  are  being  plowed  up  for 
other  crops.  Sumter  :  Every  field  is  rusted.  Taliaferro  :  Badly  rusted.  Terrell :  Rust 
will  make  it  a  failure.  Towns  :  Looks  promising,  but  is  so  forward  that  it  is  in  dan- 
ger of  late  frosts.  Upson  :  Badly  rusted  ;  indications  of  complete  failure.  Wilkinson  : 
Rust  or  mold  has  attacked  the  entire  crop ;  indications  of  entire  failure.  Whitfield  : 
Acreage  decreased,  owing  to  disposition  manifested  to  plant  cotton.  Wilkes  :  Rust 
makes  the  prospects  very  gloomy. 

Alabama. — Barbour :  Looking  well.  Clay  :  The  appearance  of  rust  causes  much 
alarm  ;  many  fields  will  be  plowed  up  for  other  crops.  Calhoun  :  Acreage  increased  ; 
condition  was  very  good  until  two  weeks  ago  the  lower  blades  commenced  to  turn 
yellow.  De  Kalb  :  Slight  increase  in  acreage,  but  general  appearances  are  not  flatter- 
ing.    Russell :  Badly  rusted. 

Mississippi. — Choctaiv  :  Looks  well ;  rust  reported  in  one  locality.  The  White 
Australian  from  the  department  is  looking  fine.  Greene  :  No  general  crop  raised  here  ; 
the  White  Australian  from  the  department  is  looking  very  fine. 

Texas. — Austin  :  Killed  by  frost  December  24.  Brazos  :  Killed  by  cold  spell  of  De- 
cember 24  and  25.  Dallas:  Very  promising.  Gillespie:  Damaged  by  cold  spell  last 
December,  from  which  it  partially  recovered,  when  it  was  again  injured  by  cold  in 
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Marcli.  Hill  :  Injured  by  frosts  arid  cold  weather.  Rant:  But  little  sown,  owing  to 
the  severe  drought  at  planting  time.  Kerr  :  The  prospects  were  never  better.  Xavarro  : 
Injured  by  cold  spell  last  December,  and  the  severe  cold  in  March  caused  it  to  droop 
again.  Raines:  Much  of  it'killed  by  a  dry  sleet  that  fell  about  Christmas.  Tarrant: 
Eeceived  some  injury  by  freezing  m  March,  but  it  is  yet  above  average. 

Arkansas. — Marion  :  About  half  the  usual  acreage  owing  to  drought  at  seeding 
time ;  condition  at  this  time  is  good. 

Tennessee. — Anderson  :  Promises  unusually  veil,  and  is  well  advanced.  Bedford : 
Fields  sown  after  corn  have  been  preyed  upon  all  winter  by  a  worm ;  indications  of 
rust  in  many  localities.  Blount:  Some  complaint  of  a  small  white  worm  injuring  the 
roots  ;  it  is  from  one-half  to  three-fourths  of  an  inch  in  length,  and  not  thicker  than 
a  pin ;  when  it  eats  through  the  plants  just  above  the  root,  the  stalk  turns  yellow  and 
dies.  Be  Kalb:  Considerably  winter-killed  in  many  localities,  and  some  trouble  with 
the  fly ;  taking  the  crop  as  a- whole,  it  is  25  per  cent,  better  than  at  this  time  last  year. 
Grainger:  Increased  acreage;  never  looked  better  at  this  time  of  the  year,  except  in 
some  localities  where  it  was  eaten  by  some  kind  of  an  insect.  Hardin:  Acreage  in- 
creased, and  condition  25  percent,  above  last  year.  Hancock :  Looks  well,  and  bids 
fair  to  yield  more  than  last  year's  crop.  Henry  :  Early  sown  is  very  forward,  some  of 
it  jointing  ;  some  complaint  of  Hessian  fly  aud  rust  last  fall:  late  sown  is  better  than 
usual;  good  stand  and  well  branched.  Lauderdale:  Looks  wel] ;  acreage  decreased. 
Meigs :  Looks  fine.  McMinn  :  Looked  well  until  two  weeks  ago  it  commenced  to  show 
signs  of  rust.  McNairy :  Decreased  acreage;  early  sown  looks  spleuclid;  late  sown 
will  not  do  much.  Marshall:  Ravished  by  a  worm  during  winter  months,  mostly  on 
stalk  lands.  Monroe:  Many  fields  almost  destroyed  by  a  worm  resembling  the  cut- 
worm, something  never  known  here  before.  Sumner:  Looking  well;  rank  growth. 
Sevier:  Uncommonly  forward.  Sequatchie:  The  prospects  were  good  until  about  two 
weeks  ago,  but  now  farmery  generally  feel  discouraged.  Tipton :  Excessive  rains  and 
warm  weather  brought  it  forward  too  rapidly;  the  prospects  now  are  not  so  good  as 
at  this  time  last  year. 

West  Virginia. — Mercer:  The  warm  open  winter  has  been  very  favorable  to  the 
growing  crop.  Monroe:  Prospects  never  better.  Bitchier.  Very  forward;  some  fields 
beginning  to  joint.  Tucker:  Remained  green  all  winter.  Wyoming :  Looks  fine.  Wirt: 
Best  prospects  for  years. 

Kentucky. — Barren:  Very  forward.  Campbell:  Bad  on  lowlands.  Clinton:  The 
Hessian  fly  was  in  it  nearly  all  winter.  Edmonson :  Better  than  at  this  time  last  year. 
Jessamine:  Most  too  wet  a  winter;  some  indications  of  fly.  Lyon:  Has  a  good  appear- 
ance ;  will  be  a  good  crop. if  it  escapes  drought  in  April.  Mercer :  Grain  of  all  kinds 
is  looking  well.  McLean :  Injured  on  bottom  lands  by  overflow,  but  on  uplands  it 
looks  better  than  for  many  years.  Russell :  Winter  was  very  favorable  ;  no  freezing  ; 
made  an  extraordinary  growth  ;  many  farmers  are  pasturing  it  to  retard  its  progress. 
Shelby :  The  Hessian  fly  done  some  damage  last  fall;  it  grew  all  winter,  and  is  now 
jointing.  Owsley:  Acreage  increased  10  ^ec  cent. ;  looks  better  at  this  time  than  for 
many  years. 

Ohio. — Adams  :  Much  of  the  early  sown  injured  by  the  fly  ;  great  care  was  taken  in 
putting  in  the  crop ;  at  this  time  the  promise  is  good.  Crawford  :  Condition  in  past  four 
weeks  has  been  lowered. 40  per  cent,  by  frost;  our  increase  in  acreage  will  not  give 
the  yield  we  had  last  year.  Coshocton  :  No  injury  by  winter;  promise  of  a  full  crop. 
Clark:  Suffered  considerably  during  March.  Defiance:  Has  suffered  during  the  past 
ten  days  by  cold,  dry  weather,  but  it  is  still  above  average.  Darke  :  Not  so  good  as 
last  December;  if  the  present  cold  weather  continues  it  will  be  badly  injured.  Fair- 
field :  Never  saw  it  looking  better  at  this  time  of  the  year.  Geauga  :  Acreage  increased, 
but  suffered  some  by  March  weather.  Henry:  Acreage  increased  one-third ;  almost  a 
failure  on  new  lauds;  other  fields  look  promising.  Hocking  :  Fine  prospect.  Lake: 
Prospects  for  a  full  average,  but  does  not  look  so  well  as  last  spring.  Licking :  Win- 
tered remarkably  well.     Lucas  :  Entirely  gone  on  low  or  mucky  land,  but  looks  well 
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on  other  soils.  Medina:  Late  sown  considerably  injured  by  freezing.  Meigs:  Has 
grown  all  winter  and  is  in  far  better  condition  than  any  previous  year.  Morrow  :  Very 
favorable  appearances.  Pike  :  Best  condition  known  for  many  years.  Paulding  :  In- 
creased area  ;  very  mucb  damaged  by  an  insect  resembling  tbe  Hessian  .fly.  Union  : 
The  freezing  weather  of  past  two  weeks  has  reduced  it  to  below  an  average ;  it  has  a 
rank  growth  and  does  not  stand  cold.  Wayne  :  We  are  having  hard  frosts  and  cold 
nights. 

Michigan. — Barry  :  Top  is  dead,,  but  root  appears  to  be  all  right ;  warm  rains  will 
yet  make  it  a  good  crop.  Charlevoix  :  It  is  hard  to  tell  how  much  damage  has  been 
clone;  the  top  of  the  plantain  most  fields  looks  dead,  but  the  roots  may  have  enough 
vitality  left  to  sprout  when  warm  weather  comes.  Clinton  :  Badly  damaged  by  the 
open  winter;  on  low  clay  lands  it  is  past  redemption.  Cass  :  But  little  snow  to  pro- 
tect it ;  leaves  a  little  brown;  roots  appear  to  be  uninjured.  Eaton-:  The  open  winter 
was  very  unfavorable  ;  considerably  damaged  on  clay  and'  muck  lands.  Hillsdale  : 
Recent  rains  have  relieved  our  anxiety  in  regard  to  the  crop.  Huron  :  Present  pros- 
pects are  unfavorable.  Montcalm:  May  be  injured  by  freezing  nights.  Monroe:  Indi- 
cations for  the  better  since  recent  rains.  Newaygo  :  Good  condition  on  old  lands,  but 
that  sown  on  lighter  soils  shows  the  effect  of  an  open  winter,  the  tops  being  appar- 
ently dead. 

Indiana. — Brown :  It  now  looks  as  it  usually  does  on  May  1.  Adams  :  Fair  condition ; 
injured  on  high  lands  by  cold  March  winds.  Dubois  :  Finest  prospects  in  thirty-five 
years.  Elkhart :  Injured  by  cold  spell  in  March.  Franklin  :  Died  out  badly  last  fall; 
that  sown  on  wheat  stubble  rusted  in  the  leaves  and  does  not  look  well  now.  Jay  : 
20  per  cent,  increase  in  acreage,  and  10  per  cent,  better  in  appearance  than  last  spring. 
Putnam :  Prospects  for  a  large  crop  were  never  more  promising ;  some  farmers  are  con- ' 
tracting  at  one  dollar  on  board  of  tbe  cars  in  July.  The  varieties  sent  from  the  de- 
partment have  succeeded  admirably.  Shelby :  Has  suffered  more  than  for  several 
years  :  a  large  portion  died  owing  to  drought  at  seeding  time.  Steuben :  Looks  splen- 
did; very  little  winter  killed.  Vigo:  Grew  all  winter.  Tippecanoe:  Wintered  exceed 
ingly  well  and  looks  splendid  ;  acreage  largely  increased.  Warrick:  Increased  acre 
age  :  cold  and  wet  weather  of  March  very  unfavorable,  still  it  is  in  about  an  average 
condition. 

Illinois. — Adams :  Suffered  by  drought  last  fall  and  also  in  March ;  many  fields 
will  be  plowed  up  for  other  crops.  Bureau:  Double  the  usual  acreage,  but  nine  out 
of  every  ten  fields  are  badly  winter  killed;  some  good  fields  in  sheltered  spots.  Chris- 
tian :  Looks  fine  ;  good  growing  weather  and  plenty  of  rain.  Clay:  Has  not  looked. 
so  well  in  many  years.  Carroll :  Fields  that  were  drilled  in  are  looking  excellent,  and 
that  put  in  after  oats  looks  well.  Fulton  :  Prospects  for  an  average  crop  improve 
every  day ;  some  varieties  on  black  lands  are  materially  injured.  Greene  :  Looks  well 
in  portions  of  county  where  it  got  a  good  start  last  fall ;  some  fields  will  be  plowed 
np  for  corn.  Kendall:  The  open  winter  was  severe  on  it.  Kankakee:  Damaged  badly 
by  wet  and  open  winter.  Lawrence :  Looked  very  promising  until  the  cold  rains  of 
March;  acreage  increased  33  per  cent,  over  last  year.  Livingston  :  Total  failure.  Mc- 
Donough  :  Hardly  a  field  left,  except  of  the  Siberian,  which  proves  to  be  about  as 
hardy  as  rye.  Massac :  The  only  fears  we  have  are  that  it  is  a  little  too  early.  Mc- 
Lean :  March  has  been  a  trying  month,  but  we  hope  for  a  fair  crop.  Ogle  :  Badly  in- 
jured :  rains  may  revive  it.  Peoria:  An  unusual  large  acreage.  Putnam:  More  than 
half  of  it  winter  killed.  Vermillion  :  Heavy  increase  in  acreage,  and  condition  best 
ever  known.  Wabash  :  Suffered  from  excessive  rains  during  February  and  March  ; 
effects  of  the  fly  last  fall  are  quite  visible  yet.  Wayne :  Some  fields  entirely  ruined. 
White :  Fully  up  to  an  average.  Winnebago  :  Rains  of  the  past  few  days  have  revived 
much  of  it ;  it  was  generally  supposed  to  be  dead.      Will :  Nearly  all  killed. 

Wisconsin. — Buffalo:  Present  prospects  indicate  a  three-fourths  crop.  Columbia: 
Some  fields  are  looking  "well,  while  others  are  nearly  dead.  Crawford:  Prospects  for 
a  full  crop.     Dunn:  Prospects  very  poor ;  plants  appear  to  be  deal.       Lane:  Suffered 
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from  dry  cold  winds  in  March,  and  lack  of  snow  during  winter.  Dodge  :  Much  better 
now  than  one  week  ago  ;  red  chaff  varieties  appear  to  have  suffered  the  least.  Doug- 
las :  Looked  well  when  last  seen;  ground  now  covered  with  snow.  Grant:  Three 
times  the  usual  acreage,  and  it  is  looking  badly.  Jackson  :  Badly  winter  killed ;  many 
fields  ruined.  Juneau :  Nearly  all  winterkilled  ;  double  the  usual  acreage.  Kenosha  : 
Badly  damaged.  La  Fayette :  Will  not  make  a  half  crop.  Outagamie:  Unfavorable 
appearance.  Portage:  Much  injured.  Bock:  Some  fields  badly  damaged,  but  yet  a 
fair  promise  ;  white  Russian  appears  to  be  the  most  hardy.  Racine  :  May  be  consid- 
ered almost  a  total  failure.  Richland:  It  was  supposed  that  at  least  one-fourth  was 
winter  killed,  but  it  has  improved  very  much  in  the  past  few  days.  Vernon :  Looks 
very  bad;  should  we  have  good  weather  the  field  may  equal  that  of  last  year.  Wal- 
worth :  Difficult  to  determine ;  s-ome  fields  that  were  supposed  to  be  dead  are  reviving, 
while  others  that  were  green  are  fading. 

Mixxesota. — Houston :  Badly  injured  on  old  land,  and  to  some  extent  on  new  lands. 
Kandljohi :  But  little  sown  until  last  fall.  Folk :  None  sown ;  Fultz,  from  the  depart- 
ment, sown  last  fall  is  dead.  Rock  :  Odessa  sown  as  a  winter  wheat  is  not  a  success. 
Winona:  Largest  area  ever  sown,  nearly  all  of  it  appears  to  be  dead.  Scott:  Small 
acreage  and  is  looking  badly ;  Fultz  is  the  only  variety  sown  here. 

Iowa. — Black  Hawk :  Large  increase  in  acreage  and  indications  of  a  good  crop  ;  last 
eason  demonstrated  that  winter  wheat  can  be  raised  successfully  in  this  county. 
Clarke:  Considerably  frozen  out.  Cluck  as  aw  :  Greatly  damaged  by  open  winter;  killed 
in  some  localities.  Calhoun  :  The  Odessa  and  Sea  Island  are  proving  themselves 
adapted  to  fall  sowing.  The  Fultz  from  the  department  is  looking  well.  Cedar  :  Al- 
most a  total  failure ;  no  snow;  acreage  about  5  to  1  of  any  previous  year.  Dallas: 
Much  greater  area  than  usual,  but  in  the  absence  of  snow  it  is  almost  a  total  failure. 
Des  Moines  :  Large  acreage,  but  about  nine-tenths  of  it  is  winter  killed.  Fayette  :  Last 
fall  was  the  first  time  that  winter  wheat  was  sown ;  it  is  feared  that  much  of  it  is  win- 
ter killed.  Fremont :  No  rain  or  snow  during  the  winter;  the  crop  is  threatened  with 
an  entire  failure.  Floyd  :  Three  times  the  usual  acreage  ;  mostly  winter  killed.  Henry: 
Heavy  increase  in  acreage ;  but  badly  killed  out ;  about  50  per  cent,  of  the  area  sown 
may  yield  a  partial  crop.  Howard  :  About  one-tenth  of  the  farmers  tried  it  as  an  ex- 
periment last  fall ;  fears  are  entertained  that  it  is  ruined.  Harrison :  Appearances  are 
very  unfavorable.  Johnson:  Have  heard  of  none  that  escaped  winterkilling.  Jefffrson  : 
Completely  frozen  out ;  not  a  field  that  will  pay  to  let  stand.  Jasper  :  Ten  times  the 
usual  acreage  was  sown,  but  to-day  there  is  no  more  than  the  usual  area  that  will  be 
allowed  to  mature.  Jones:  Badly  winter  killed  in  many  localities.  Kossuth:  Five 
times  the  usual  acreage,  but  there  is  not  a  }nece  in  the  county  worth  saving.  Linn  : 
Total  failure ;  no  snow  to  protect  it.  Louisa:  Large  increase  in  acreage;  where  the 
regular  winter  wheat  was  sown  there  will  be  a  fair  crop,  but  where  the  Odessa  was 
sown  as  a  winter  wheat  it  will  be  a  failure.  Mitchell:  More  than  double  the  usual 
area  ;  indications  are  that  it  will  be  a  failure.  Marion:  u  It  is  generally  considered 
■as  gone  up."  Monroe  :  Increased  area,  but  a  large  portion  killed  ;  many  fields  plowed 
up  for  corn.  Osceola  :  Cannot  yet  state  what  the  outcome  will  he.  Ringgold:  Large 
area;  80  per  cent,  is  winter  killed.  Tama:  Large  acreage,  but  an  utter  failure  ;  no 
snow  to  protect  it. 

Missouri. — Atchison  :  Nearly  all  winter-hilled  fields  that  were  drilled  in  are  looking 
much  better  than  those  sown  broadcast.  Andrew  :  Considerably  injured  by  wet  in  fore- 
part of  winter  and  by  recent  dry  spell.  Bollinger:  Large  area  ;  early-sown  injured  by 
the  fly,  and  late-sown  injured  by  freezing ;  prospects  are  yet  fair.  Buchanan  :  About 
ruined  by  the  dry,  open  winter;  has  revived  some  since  recent  warm  rains.  Clark  : 
Very  poor;  no  snow  during  winter,  and  dry  cold,  winds  in  March.  Daviess:  Badly 
winter-killed.  De  Kail) :  Nearly  a  total  failure.  Douglas:  Good  prospects;  suffered 
but  little  by  freezing  weather.  Franklin  :  Large  acreage  and  in  better  condition  than 
usual.  Grundy:  Failure;  dry  freezes.  Gasconde :  Looks  splendid.  Gentry:  Almost 
a  failure.     Holt :  Badly  frozen  out  on  prairie  lands;  other  fields  are  in  an  average  con- 
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dition;  wlicre  it  was  drilled  in  it  stood  the  winter  best.  Howard  :  Excessive  dryness 
lias  lowered  its  condition;  early  rains  may  bring  it  up.  Jefferson:  Indications  are 
that  this  year's  crop  will  be 25  per  cent,  better  than  last  year.  Knox :  Severely  damaged 
by  December  and  March  freezes.  Lewis  :  Larger  area  than  any  former  year,  but  the 
condition  is  very  poor  indeed.  Lincoln:  Will  have  a  tremendous  crop  if  the  work  of 
the  fly  last  fall  does  not  injure  it.  Livingston :  Severe  injury  by  cold  weather  in  Marcb  ; 
some  early-sown  fields  destroyed  by  the  Hessian  fly.  Macon  :  Looks  well  and  acreage 
increased.  New  Mxdrid :  Looks  sickly  and  yellow.  Platte :  Much  of  it  looks  very 
poor,  especially  late-sown,*  dry  winter,  no  snow,  and  high  winds.  Perry  :  Acreage  in- 
creased each  year  ;  looks  very  well,  but  is  rather  too  forward.  Worth  :  Nearly  all 
winter-killed.  Warren  :  Badly  winter-killed,  and  injured  by  the  Hessian  fly. 
,  Kansas. — Chase :  Damaged  33  per  cent,  by  cold,  dry  weather  of  March ;  Silver  Chaff 
stood  the  cold  weather  well,  but  the  German  Amber  from  the  department  is  all  killed. 
Dickinson  :  Looked  well  until  the  cold  spell  of  March  14;  on  sod  it  looks  20  per  cent, 
the -best.  Franklin  :  Fields  that  were  drilled  in  are  looking  well,  but  broadcast  fields 
are  badly  winter-killed,  Hodgeman:  The  outlook  is  dismal.  Jefferson:  Full  average 
on  bottom  lands ;  winter-killed  on  high  lands ;  late-sown  is  looking  very  pjoor.  Leaven- 
worth :  Favorable,  Lane  :  Makes  a  very  poor  show ;  not  enough  rain  since  seeding 
time  to  sprout  it.  Norton  :  Injured  by  the  open  winter.  Sedgewick :  Looks  better  than 
ever  before.  Sumner  :  Looks  well  at  present,  but  needs  rain.  Smith  :  Much  injured 
by  the  dry  winter ;  some  fields  are  dead.  Republic:  Irfjured  by  cold,  dry  winds  in 
winter  and  March.  Wabaunsee:  Nearly  ruined.  Johnson:  Twenty  per  cent,  of  it  is 
frozen  out.     Kingman  :  Late  frosts  killed  one-sixth. 

Nebraska. — Buffalo  :  The  little  that  was  sown  is  looking  well;  this  is  not  a  winter- 
wheat  county.  Fillmore:  Better  than  last  year.  Gosper:  Dried  out  and  dead;  no 
rain  last  fall,  and  high  winds  nearly  every  day  since.  Greeley  :  Badly  winter-killed 
Polk:  Too  dry  for  winter  wheat ;  some  fields  are  dead  from  the  drought.  Sarj)y :  Not 
promising  ;  no  seasonable  fall  rains  or  snow. 

California. — Plumas  :  It  is  but  a  small  percentage  of  our  wheat  crop.  Placer :  In- 
creased area,  and  finest  prospects  since  1880.  San  Joaquin  :  Bright  x>rospects,  except  on 
west  side  of  the  San  Joaquin  River ;  it  needs  rain.  San  Bernardino  :  Looks  quite  prom- 
ising notwithstanding  the  cold  winter.  Yolo:  Thes  promise  for  a  large  yield  never 
Aras  better. 

Oregon. — Clacka  mas :  Growth  checked  by  dry,  frosty  weather  of  winter.  Marion :  A 
large  area  was  sown,  owing  to  the  injury  to  spring  wheat  by  rust. 

Utah. — Box  Elder:  Acreage  is  greatly  increased;  ascribed  to  an  extended  cultivation 
of  desert  lands.  Juab :  Good  prospects.  Morgan  :  Eighteen  inches  of  snow  on  the 
ground;  fine  crop  expected.  Sevier:  The  heavy  snows  have  been  favorable.  Utah: 
The  land  was  too  hard  to  be  plowed;  the  little  that  was  sown  was  retarded  by  early 
frosts;  severest  winter  since  1855-'56.  Weber:  Smaller  area  than  last  year,  but  the 
condition  is  better. 

Dakota.-?- Turner;  Nearly  all  killed;  it  had  a  poor  start  in  the  fall,  owing  to  lack 
of  rain. 
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Comparative  area  and  condition  of  winter  grain,  April  1.  1830. 
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HOESES. 


Our  April  reports  show  a' remarkably  good  c audition  of  horses,  as  well 
as  of  all  other  classes  of  farm  animals.  The  great  majority  of  our  corre- 
spondents note  with  much  satisfaction  the  entire  absence  of  horse  diseases ; 
in  New  England  four-fiths  of  the  counties  reporting  present  a  clean  bill  of 
health  j  in  the  others,  the  ailments  are  mostly  mild  forms  of  influenza, 
which  some  refer  to  the  old-fashioned  distemper  and  others  to  the  so- 
called  epizooty.  York  County,  Maine,  which  raises  much  fancy  'stock, 
reports  that  horses  brought  from  the  cities  are  frequently  diseased  in 
the  feet  and  in  their  urinary  apparatus.  Franklin,  Vt.,  had  one  or  two 
cases  of  lockjaw,  and  Suffolk,  Mass.,  several  fatal  cases  of  spinal  men- 
ingitis. 

In  the  Middle  States,  five-sixths  of  the  counties  are  free  from  disease. 
Disorders  of  the  breathing  apparatus,  almost  exclusively  of  a  mild  type, 
are  the  staple  noted.  One  county  in  Pennsylvania  reports  spinal  dis- 
ease, one  brain  disease,  and  two  pneumonia  or  lung  fever.  Montgomery 
County  notes  a  disorder  by  the  local  name  of  "  grease,'7  caused  by  damp, 
unwholesome  stables,  and  aggravated  by  an  open  winter.  It  first  de- 
velops itself  in  the  foot  in  a  swelling,  which  extends  up  to  the  second 
joint  of  the  leg,  where,  the  inflammation  becomes  very  great  and  a  run- 
ning sore  breaks  out.  The  disease,  if  not  arrested,  finally  turns  to 
glanders.  The  common  treatment,  which  is  successful  if  commenced  in 
an  early  stage  of  the  disease,  commences  with  a  cathartic  of  aloes,  after 
which  a  poultice  of  cake-meal,  mixed  with  a  decoction  of  white-oak  bark, 
is  applied  to  the  part  affected.  Subsequent  applications  of  copperas- 
water  and  glycerine  are  made.  One  or  two  counties  of  this  section  re- 
port pleuropneumonia,  but  it  is  evident  that  simple  pneumonia  or  lung- 
fever  is  meant. 

Three-fourths  of  the  counties  of  the  South  Atlantic  States  are  free 
from  horse  diseases  of  all  kinds.  In  tlip.  remaining  counties  diseases  of 
the  lungs  and  throat  are  the  most  common,  though  blind  staggers  is  of 
frequent  occurrence.  Several  counties  report  fatal  cases  of  colic,  and  one, 
in  Virginia,  of  deaths  by.poisou  from  eating  pea- vines.  Some  ophthal- 
mia is  also  noted  in  one  or  two  counties,  and  glanders  and  farcy  in 
others. 

About  half  the  counties  in  the  Gulf  States  report  no  disease  among 
this  class  of  farm  animals.     The  prevailing  type  is  that  of  blind  staggers. 
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which  is  generally  the  result  of  imperfect  or  improper  nutrition.  Throat 
and  lung  diseases  come  next  in  number,  and  notices  of  glanders  and  farcy 
become  more  frequent;  colic  and  bots  are  also  of  frequent  mention.  In 
Amite,  Mississippi,  horses  exposed  to  rain  and  bad  weather  have-been 
to  some  extent  affected  by  parasitic  insects  ;  these  pests  made  their  ap- 
pearance last  December. 

Nearly  two-thirds  of  the  counties  of  the  Southern  Inland  States  rejoice 
in  a  clean  bill  of  health.  In  Arkansas  and  Tennessee  the  prevailing 
types  of  disease  assimilate  those  of  the  Gulf  States,  while  in  West  Vir- 
ginia and  Kentucky  the  prevailing  disorders  are  more  like  those  of  States 
farther  north.  In  Arkansas  three  counties  report  the  abig  head"  or 
"  big  jaw,"  and  one  the  charbon.  One  county  in  Tennessee  notes  the 
spinal  meningitis.  Diseases  of  the  breathing  apparatus  are  more  fre- 
quent near  the  Ohio  River,  while  blind  staggers  is  noted  mostly  in  the 
southern  counties. 

Diseases  are  reported  in  about  one-fifth  of  the  counties  ncrth  of  the 
Ohio  Eiver,  of  which  nearly  all  affect  the  lungs  and  throat.  Kosciusko, 
Indiana,  had  some  cases  of  the  "  pink-eye  "  disease.  A  few  cases  of  bots 
and  colic  are  also  noted  in  various,  localities. 

West  of  the  Mississippi  Eiver  about  two-fifths  of  the  counties  report 
diseases  among  horses,  the  majority  of  the  cases  being  affections  of  lungs 
and  throat.  Some  new  local  names  of  diseases,  Spanish  fever,  Texas 
fever,  Texas  itch,  &c,  are  given  for  the  first  time.  Of  more  Southern 
types  of  disease,  some  cases  of  blind  staggers  and  big  head  are  noted  in 
Missouri. 

On  the  Pacific  coast  four-fifths  of  the  counties  reporting  are  free  from 
horse  diseases.  A  few  cases  of  distemper  or  epizooty  are  noted.  One 
county  in  California  reports  lung  fever  and  another  glanders.  One  face- 
tious correspondent  in  Oregon  attributes  the  death  of  many  horses  to 
ic  hollow  belly,"  which  means  that  among  the  farmers  of  his  county  there 
are  found  men  who  will  permit  their  farm  animals  to  perish,  by  starva- 
tion. Such  men  will  soon  find  farming  very  unprofitable  and  will  be 
glad  to  get  out  of  it — a  sentiment  in  which  the  farming  community  will 

generallv  sympathize. 

CATTLE. 

Condition. — Cattle  came  out  of  winter-quarters  in  fair  to  good  con- 
dition in  nearly  all  the  counties  reporting.  In  New  England,  where  a 
better  class  of  farm  animals  are  generally  kept  on  farms,  greater  care  is 
taken  to  keep  them  in  good  plight.  Hence,  95  per  cent,  of  the  counties 
report  good  condition,  and  the  rest  fair.  About  the  same  proportion  in 
the  Middle  States  range  from  good  to  fair,  a  few  being  returned  as  poor. 
In  the  South  Atlantic  States  about  80  per  cent,  of  the  counties  report 
good  condition.  In  the  Gulf  States  over  two-thirds  are  in  good  to  fair 
condition.  In  Texas,  where  cattle  are  wild  on  the  range,  forty-two 
correspondents  report  poor  condition.  In  the  Southern  Inland  States 
90  per  cent,  report  from  good  to  fair  $  in  the  States  north  of  the  Ohio 
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River  the  proportion  is  95  per  cent. ;  and  in  the  States  west  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi 90.  On  the  Pacific  coast  the  showing  is  not  so  good,  not  over 
two-thirds  of  the  correspondents  reporting  from  fair  to  good. 

Diseases. — New  England  cattle  are  remarkably  free  from  disease, 
some  garget  is  noted  in  Maine,  in  Piscataquis  County.  A  tendency  to 
abortion  is  stated  in"  some  localities  in  Massachusetts.  In  Connecticut 
imported  sporadic  cases  of  pleuro-pneumonia  are  reported  which,  how- 
ever, have  received  the  attention  of  proper  authorities.  A  few  cases  of 
what  is  called  murrain  are  noted  in  the  same  State.  New  Hampshire, 
Vermont,  and  Rhode  Island  report  a  clean  bill  of  health.  "Only  one- 
ninth  of  the  counties  note  diseases  of  any  sort,  and  these  are  mostly  mild 
affections,  destitute  of  all  epizootic  character.  In  the  Middle  States 
five-sixths  of  the  counties  are  free  from  cattle  disease  of  all  hinds.  Several 
note  lung  fever,  and  others  womb  diseases.  One  county  in  New  Jersey 
reports  a  herd  of  cattle  in  quarantine  for  pleuropneumonia,  of  which 
three  had  been  killed.  The  cases  of  disease  were  nearly  all  mild,  and 
not  contagious.  The  South  Atlantic  States,  nine-tenths  of  the  counties 
reporting  show  no  disease,  and  the  types  of  malady  reported  are  gen- 
erally such  as  result  from  defective  or  improper  food  and  treatment- 
The  Gulf  States  show  entire  health  in  five-sixths  of  the  counties,  with 
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mild  types  of  malady  in  the  others;  the  Southern -inland  States  give 
about  the  same  ratio.  In  the  States  north  of  the  Ohio  95  per  cent,  of 
the  reports  show  the  absence  of  ail  disease.  The  States  west  of  the 
Mississippi  show  a  larger  per  cent,  of  counties  reporting  diseases— 25 
per  cenk — but  the  proportion  on  the  Pacific  coast  is  not  over  5  per  cent. 
The  April  reports  show  a  very  remarkable  state  of  health  among  cattle. 

SHEEP. 

The  condition  of  sheep  on  coming  out  of  winter- quarters  was  remark- 
ably good ;  the  mild  weather  during  the  winter,  together  with  a  more 
thoughtful  provision  than  was  prevalent  a  few  years  ago,  are  the  main 
causes  of  the  improved  condition  reported. 

In  all  the  New  England  States  the  reports  of  disease  are  confined  to 
a  few  cases  of  foot-rot  j  the  same  report  applies  to  the  Middle  States. 

Farther  south,  in  the  South  Atlantic  States,  the  same  absence  of  dis- 
ease is  reported,  but  the  complaint  of  ravages  by  dogs  is  very  univer- 
sal ;  in  fact,  all  the  Gulf  States  report  the  great  injury  by  dogs ;  the  few 
cases  of  disease  reported  are  grub  in  the  head  and  foot-rot.  In  Texas 
some  cases  of  scab  are  reported  in  a  few  counties,  but  the  State,  as  a 
whole,  reports  a  remarkably  good  condition  and  absence  of  any  serious 
disease.  The  States  bordering  on  and  north  of  the  Ohio  report  a  better 
condition  than  for  several  years  past;  occasional  reports  of  scab,  grub 
in  the  head,  and  foot-rot  occur,  but  to  so  small  an  extent  as  to  attract 
little  notice.  In  Missouri  and  Kansas  tbere  are  more  complaints  of 
disease ;  in  the  former,  19  counties  report  cases  of  scab,  1  foot-rot,  and  70 . 
report  no  disease.     About  the  same  proportion  is  reported  in  Kansas. 
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On  the  Pacific  slope  the  reports  of  condition  are  good,  and  disease, 
principally  scab,  is  noted  to  some  extent  in  fully  one-half  the  counties 
reporting.  ♦ 

DISEASES  OF  SWIXE. 

The  reports  received  since  April  1  show  little  difference  as  compared 
with  the  report  made  in  1879.  The  general  return  is  very  favorable, 
and  although  cases  of  quinsy,  lung  fever,  and  measles  are  reported  in 
many  parts  of  the  country,  their  range  is  narrow  and  local  and  their 
effects  insignificant.  The  swine-plague,  or  cholera,  however,  is  largely 
reported  as  it  was  last  year,  but  does  not  assume  any  more  malignant 
aspect  or  greater  ratio  of  loss  ;  the  remarks  of  several  of  our  correspond- 
ents go  to  enforce  a  truth,  already  dawning  upon  the  minds  of  many, 
that  the  diseases  with  which  these  animals  are  affected  are  mostly  due 
to  the  lack  of  sanitary  conditions,  to  defective  and  improper  food,  and  to 
general  lack  of  cleanliness. 

In -the  New  England  and  Middle  States  and  on  the  Pacific  coast,  in 
which  sections  but  a  small  number  of  our  hogs  are  raised,  there  are  few 
or  no  complaints  of  disease,  a  few  cases  of  paralysis  in  the  hind  quarter 
and  lung  fever  are  all  that  are  reported.  In  Pennsylvania  but  5  coun- 
ties in  the  whole  State  report  the  presence  of  cholera,  and  those  are  not 
reported  as  very  fatal. 

In  the  South  Atlantic  and  Gulf  States  the  cholera  is  reported  quite 
generally,  but  not  of  so  virulent  a  type  as  a  few  years  since.  In  North 
Carolina  18  counties  report  no  disease,  while  35  report  some  cholera; 
also,  in  Georgia,  34  counties  report  none,  while  44  report  more  or  less. 
Texas,  on  the  other  hand,  reports  53  counties  with  no  disease,  14  with 
some  cholera,  and  7  with  sporadic  cases  of  quinsy,  measles,  or  black 
tooth.  In  the  Southern  inland  States  and  States  bordering  on  the  Ohio 
Eiver  the  majority  of  counties  report  the  disease  as  present,  but  in  most 
cases  say  it  is  not  so  fatal  or  prevalent  as  formerly.  In  the  State  of 
Illinois,  44  counties  report  the  presence  of  cholera,  against  36  that  report 
none;  but  of  the  44  that  report  the  disease  most  of  them  say  that  there 
is  less  than  usual,  and  it  is  not  so  much  feared. 

In  the  States  west  of  the  Mississippi,  the  State  of  Minnesota  reports 
from  54  counties,  and  not  one  reports  cholera  as  existing.  Iowa,  Mis- 
souri, and  Kansas  report  it  in  many  counties,  with  the  same  qualifica- 
tion, that  it  is  not  so  destructive  as  in  former  years.  The  following 
extracts  from  correspondence  is  given : 

Maine. — Cumberland:  A  disease  similar  to  paralysis  lias  prevailed  to  some  extent; 
the  animal  loses  the  use  of  its  hind  legs,  and  in  some  cases  the  bowels  fall  several  days 
before  death;  generally  has  a  good  appetite.  Sagadahoc:  No  disease;  but  there  is  a 
complaint  of  breeding  sows  being  very  cross  and  destroying  their  young.  York :  Less 
complaint  of  sick  hogs  than  for  the  last  fifteen  years. 

Vermont. — Franklin:  Some  of  the  young  hogs  die  suddenly  without  any  signs  of  a 
disease,  while  some  of  the  older  ones  are  lost  each  year  by  various  diseases.  Wash- 
ington: In  the  southern  section  they  are  reported  as  poverty  stricken,  and  have  crooked 
and  stiff  leers. 
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New  Yojrk. — Franklin :  Swine-plague  in  one  locality,  but  it  is  now  aoatcd.  Mont- 
gomery: Paralysis  of  the  hind  quarters  has  been  quite  frequent.  Oneida:  Home-bred 
hog's  are  healthy:  no  Canada  stock  can  be  sold  here.
